ouard Daladier's "national defense" 
cabinet powers to govern France 
by decree until July 31. The cham- 
ber of deputies previously had ap- 
proved the decree powers bill. 


Senate approval completed par- 


liamentary action on the measure 
clothing the new premier with un- 
usual powers to cope with the re- 
public's acute financial and labor 
problems. 


Daladier turned ^ immediately to 


fight the strike movement as his 
first step toward putting France's 
house in order. 


With publication of parliament's 


action in the official gazette to- 
morrow, 
Daladier 
automatically 


will begin governing by decree of 
the council of ministers, the cabinet 
meeting with President Albert Le- 
brun. 


Vote on Strikes

"political strikes," told the finance 
committee one of his first decrees 
would make a 
government-con- 


trolled vote of workers necessary 
before a strike could be declared.

Return to Work . 


Strikers began returning to work 


in the aviation plants this morning, 
allowing partial resumption of pro- 
duction of planes and motors for 
France's armament program after 
Daladier had threatened to end the 
strikes by force. 


The strikers feared, after the pre- 


mier's threat, that they would be 
mobilized and sent back to the 
plants as soldiers. 


Workers and employers delegates 


met this afternoon in an effort to 
reach terms for resumption of work 
in the entire meta'lurgical indus- 
try where some 125,000 other work- 
ers were on strike. 


Pickets remained stationed at the 


entrances to the plants, but red 
flags and other strike 
emblems 


were removed at the Renault and 
some other factories. 


Franc Reacts 


If an agreement was not reach- 


ed by Thursday night the govern- 
ment would designate its own ar- 
bitrator whose decision would be 
final. 


The franc reacted quickly to the 


premier's measures and the heavy 
vote of confidence given him by 
the chamber. It was quoted at 31.90 
to the dollar in morning bank trad- 
ing, compared to 32.3G at the Bourse 
closing yesterday.

the undistributed profits tax op- 
posed by business and substitute 
a flat capital 
gains tax for the 


graduated system now employed. 
Mr. Roosevelt •wrote chairman of 
the senate finance and house ways 
and means committee: 


"The repeal of the undistributed 


profits tax and the reduction of 
the tax on capital gains to a frac- 
tion of the tax on other forms of 
income strike at the root of funda- 
mental principles of taxation. 


Chairman Harrison (D-Miss.) of 


the finance committee, gave out 
the communication and commented 
tersely: 


Will Not Yield 


"The Senate conferees will in- 


sist in conference on the amend- 
ments adopted by the senate." 


The veteran Mississippian per-

president. 


The senate amendments to the 


five billion dollar tax revision bill, 
on which senate and house con- 
ferees are attempting to work out 
a compromise, 
include repeal of

bill provided for maximum rates 
of 16 to 40 per cent on long term 
capital gains:

Eliminated by Senate 


"It would be particularly undesir- 


able to eliminate the undistributed 
profits tax at this time, in favor of 
a flat rate of tax, representing an 
increase ('increase* was underscor- 
ed) in the tax burden on many 
small corporations, and on all cor- 
porations which follow established 
American practices of dividend dis- 
tribution: and a decrease 
(again 


underscored) in the tax burden of 
many large 
corporations, which

The tax bill as pa_ssed by the

nation but must conciliate men who 
do not follow him blindly. It is not 
necessary for him to abandon his 
reforms. Nor is it necessary for him 
to renounce all further reforms. 
There is still a substantial majority 
of liberal men who do not desire to 
return to the old days. But this 
majority will remain only if it is 
recognized, only if the President 
acknowledges in his conduct that 
the days of his undisputed personal 
ascendency are over. 
Roosevelt in Position 
To Continue Reforms 


Mr. Roosevelt is at one of the 


critical junctures of his life. If he 
faces the facts, and accepts them as 
a faithful servant of the people, he 
can still perpetuate his reforms and 
preserve his legitimate authority. 
There are die-hards among his op- 
ponents who do no doubt wish to 
destroy him. But most of the op- 
position is composed of men and 
women who have deep respect for 
his office, bear him no lasting ill 
will, and are aware that in these 
critical times it is their patriotic 
duly to uphold, wherever possible, 
the authority of the 
President. 


They know that it will be danger- 
ous in the extreme for this coun- 
try to have a derelict President 
durintf the next two years, and if 
Mr. Roosevelt will make it possi- 
ble, they will have no part in any 
concerted attempt to destroy him. 


But he alone can make that pos- 


sible. If instead of obeying the will 
of Congress, he decides to "fight." 
if instead of conciliation he con- 
tinues the agitation of class con- 
flict, if instead 
of

"_ Japanese reinforcements are con- 
tinuing to pour into Shantung "prov- 
ince, and this probably 
means a 


smashing drive to regain what is 
left of Taierhchwang, 
embattled 


southern Shantung town. 


Chief credit for the recent Taierh- 


chwang victory is given to irregu- 
lar Chinese units who demoralized 
Japanese communications along the 
Tientsin-Pukow railway. If these ir- 
regulars operated according to plan, 
then it was the highest form of 
strategy, in the opinion of foreign 
military experts here. , 


Chinese Improving 


If General Lee Tsung-Jen did not 


control the units, which limited 
Japanese supplies of ammunition, 
gasoline and food, the Chinese vic- 
tory had a pronounced element of 
good fortune. 


Aside from this major advantage 


in weakened communications for 
the Japanese, the foreign military 
is agreed that the Chinese are im- 
proving as soldiers. 


The Chinese troops who won at 


Taierhchwang 
were not polished 


soldiers, but, likewise, they were 
far from down-at-the-heels. 


They maneuvered in accordance 


with the best strategy, seeking mo- 
bility in secret flanking movements. 
They rolled the latest type of Ger- 
man anti-tank guns and European 
field pieces into action. Chinese 
planes in the battle were as fast as 
any displayed by the Japanese. 


Japanese Problem 


With unlimited man 
power at 


their command, the Chinese are 
tapping such power directly at the 
source; whereas the Japanese are 
confronted 
with the problem 
of 


great expense in bringing in rein- 
forcements. 


Estimates of Chinese now under 


arms run to 4.000,000, with a good 
supply of small arms and machine- 
guns. As a fighting man. the Chi- 
nese is proving courageous. He re- 
quires little food, and with summer 
approaching there no longer will be 
the problem of weather. 


Geographically, the Chinese have 


an increasing advantage in develop- 
ing resistance, as the 
Japanese 


spread out over China's more than 
3,000,000 square miles. 


The long fingers of Japanese pen- 


etration are being cut steadily by 
guerilla raids, which are reaching to 
the very outskirts of Shanghai. 


The future of China's reinvigor- 


aled resistance may depend in the 


last analysis. However, on the extent 
to which China can finance con- 
tinued armament and the extent to 
which irregular units 
effectively 


can'continue to destroy Japanese 
communications. 


While the fighting is centered 


now in Shantung, there are nightly 
guerilla raids about Japanese-dom- 
inated Shanghai. 


Residents at the outskirts of the 


city report nightly shooting around 
their homes, and there are uncon- 
firmed reports that 
guerillas are 


penetrating Nantao and Pootung. 
causing a new rush of refugees from 
the latter area, which is across the 
Whangpoo river 
from 
Shanghai 


proper.

As for the neglect of 
Warren Billings and the glorifica- 
tion of Tom Mooney. I call atten- 
tion to the fact that the "free Tom 
Mooney," movement is an indus- 
try with international connections, 
whereas there is no "free Warren 
Billings" movement at all.

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IX THE GOLDEX CHAIR 


It appears that some Wisconsin Repub- 


licans, cheered by recent New Deal re- 
versals in Washington, again entertain 
hopes of a Republican state victory minus 
any suggestion of coalition with the Demo- 
crats. This 'will o' the wisp pops up at 
regular intervals in the face of unsympa- 
thetic facts. 


Specifically, the Republicans—and any 


independently voting Wisconsin citizen- 
must realize that they will not be able to 
capitalize on obviously growing anti-New 
Deal feeling to the extent afforded Repub- 
licans in other states. 


Just now there is a trailer on the Re- 


publican band wag<5n to be unhitched, but 
the matter of Republican organization is 
not serious. Republicans are not irritated 
by the sight of one another any more. Alex 
Wiley, from whom more will probably be 
heard later, has asked 
for unity, and 


chances are good that the party will pre- 
sent the most harmonious front it has put 
up in years. 


This brings us around to the Progres- 


sives. 


Six out of seven Progressive representa- 


tives from Wisconsin voted against the 
president's reorganization bill and were 
given considerable credit in Wisconsin as 
having been responsible for sending the 
bill back to committee. By so voting, they 
took n juicy issue away from prospective 
Republican candidates for congress. Thus, 
no matter if subsequent events make the 
name of Roosevelt a distinct political lia- 
bility by next November, and this condi- 
tion is by no means assured, Progressive 
congressional candidates can calmly point 
back to their votes against the New Deal 
when votes really meant something. 


Senator Duffy, of course, is in no such 


position. Every time New Deal prestige 
drops, the senator's position becomes that 
much more precarious. 
He has voted as 


the president desired on most issues, in- 
cluding the reorganization 
bill, and is 


known to be the Roosevelt choice for Wjs- 
consin. Here the Republicans have a good 
chance, in the absence of a strong Progres- 
sive candidate, to play the New Deal issue 
for all it is worth and retire Mr. Duffy 
from further duties in Washington. 
The 


stand of Progressive congressmen against 
the reorganization bill, considerably more 
spectacular in opposition, than was Sena- 
tor LaFollette's in support, may very well 
swing normally Progressive votes away 
from Mr. Duffy, thus aiding the Republi- 
can cause in this respect. 


Comforting as this may sound to the 


G.O.P. in Wisconsin, it still does not alter 
state affairs. 
The Progressives are now 


in a position to at least partially capitalize 
on whatever anti-New Deal sentiment is— 
or will be—present. They can also capit- 
alize on any good feeling Mr. Roosevelt 
might be able to spread around between 
now and election day. 
They can be Mr. 


Roosevelt's boys 
or not—just as they 


choose. 


In short, the Progressives still sit in 


Wisconsin's golden chair and the Republi- 
cans must still strike some son of a bar- 
gain with the Democrats if they intend to 
gain control of state affairs. This obser- 
vation is based on present circumstances— 
but they arc circumstances that have not 
been materially altered since the New 
Deal discovered the law of gravity. 


Incidentally, there is no getting around 


the fact that the Wisconsin voter is still 
a great one to split his ticket. 


BUILDING A ROYAL HOUSE 


King Zog of Albania, a dusty commoner 


suddenly elevated to the purple, finds 
himself occupied with the rather formid- 
able task of creating a dynasty, something 
that will iivc indefinitely and give the 
people who may want a king continuity of 
rulcrship. 


Two things are essential to the crea- 


tion of a royal house, wealth and blood. 
And the more important of the two is 
blood. The gilt of a king is likely to wear 
off unless built deep into quality. A king- 
dom, in fact, approaches the precipice 
when its people may say of their liege 
lord, "He is as common as the rest of 
us." 


Bonaparte was not the first nor the 


last to sec alliance with a royal house, 
however bitter a personal enmity may 
have existed, and because it would seem 
to lend stability to his throne. His mar- 
riage to a Hapsburg could not save him 
. at Waterloo but it was a step nevertheless

• rule France indefinitely. 
„• ."King"Zog, unable because of the un- 


irtance of Albania to find a bride 


royal houses, has 


satisfied himself with contracting a mar- 
riage to a young woman daughter of a 
Hungarian count and an American heir- 
ess, a combination that to the unlettered 
residents of Albania will probably appear 
as good or better than the names of certain 
princes that have fallen into decadence. 


THE DUNCAN CASE 


The executive board of the Farmer- 


Labor Progressive.Federation injected it- 
self into the manslaughter case against 
Thomas M. Duncan by voting Mr. Duncan 
an expression of confidence and deploring 
"the unwarranted publicity given Thomas 
Duncan by the reactionary state press 
which has tried to make political capital 
out of. his misfortune." 


Mr. Duncan stands accused of wrong- 


fully causing the death of a pedestrian 
while he was operating a car in an intox- 
icated condition. 


The FLP resolution has the tinge of an 


effort to help Mr. Duncan out in court, a 
highly reprehensible piece of conduct, and 
yet not entirely, perhaps, without justifi- 
cation. 


\Ve are sorry the FLP executive board 


cannot be a little original and drop the 
old chestnut of a reactionary press when 
only the news is printed. It would' get 
nearer to the facts if it did, that is if it 
wants the facts. 


The unseemly thing about the prosecu- 


tion of Mr. Duncan has been the inordinate 
haste with which the Milwaukee prose- 
cutor, a Progressive, has pushed it and 
the hostility shown toward Mr. Duncan's 
very reasonable and quite ordinary plea 
for the usual and customary amount of 
time to prepare for a hearing. 


It has been the Milwaukee prosecutor 


who has given the details to the press, 
the alleged facts of the matter, who has 
said that the case is "a lead pipe cinch" 
and has indicated that all of the maneu- 
vers on the part of the defendant are just 
so much froth created to delude the public. 


Mr. Duncan, a matured man with a 


grownup family, has been in the public 
eye a long time. His reputation for per- 
sonal behavior is high. He is entitled to 
have his case tried fairly and unfeverish- 
]y in court and decided upon the merits in 
the usual way. 
The actions, statements 


and charges of the prosecutor's office have 
seemed premature to say the least and 
give the feeling that the motive may be 
to indicate how pure and incorruptible 
they are in this Spanish form of attack 
upon an accused person. 


But of course the FLP executive board

THE BOY ON THE BIKE 


* Police thoughout the nation have been 
taking a greater interest in the boy on 
the bike recently but they will have to 
move rapidly if they are to keep up with 
the problem. The statistical department 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
pany finds that deaths caused by colli- 
sions between automobiles and bicycles 
doubled in 1936 as compared to the num- 
ber in 1935, and there was no reduction 
in 1937. It is estimated that there were 
350 such deaths in 1935, and 700 in each 
1936 and 1937. Three-fourths of the deaths 
in this kind of accident were boys from 
10 to 19 years of age, and the remainder 
of older men. 
Among women and girls 


fatal accidents of this kind were almost 
negligible. 


Boys on bikes will swerve suddenly 


and widely on busy streets, cut across 
traffic lanes, dart into highways between 
parked cars, or race ahead of automo- 
biles refusing to yield the right-of-way. 
At night without lights or reflectors they 
loom up suddenly ahead of cars causing 
accidents often unavoidable on the part 
of the motorist. Those are the principal 
causes of fatal accidents in bicycle-auto- 
mobile collisions, and of course they point 
the way to the cure. 


Appleton has taken the first steps nec- 


essary for regulation of bicycles and their 
riders by adopting an ordinance provid- 
ing for registration. Strict enforcement of 
this ordinance, together with instruction 
by parents, teachers and enforcement of- 
ficers in safety will go a long way toward 
protecting the lives of our young people.

tian? Well, "a good many things. You 
rrfay as well ask what ails all the 
valetudinarians who are not ill 
enough to require medical or hospi- 
tal care. 


Haldane and 
Pristley. in their 


book on "Respiration" Yale Univer- 
sity Press, 1935, suggest that many 
neurasthenics have a moderate state 
of asphyxia, anoxia, deficient oxy- 
genation of blood and tissues, and 
they think the complaint of many 
such patients that they cannot ex- 
pand the chest and breathe or can- 
not get enough air is quite -ational 
and not just a notion or an imagin- 
ary symptom. 


In my crude, plodding fashion I

Further I believe there 
is a similar relation between anoxia 
(under-oxygenation of the body tis- 
sues) and anhcdonia, incapacity for 
happiness, inability to enjoy life. 
These observations arc in harmony 
with the well recognized fact that 
exercise is the antidote for the pe- 
culiar kind of "nervous fatigue" 
commonly called "brain fag" — for 
instance nothing is more refreshing 
for one weary or worn from many 
hours of concentration on study or 
"brain work" than, say, a brisk two 
miles of oxygen on the hoof or any 
other exercise, muscular \york or 
play equivalent in expenditure of 
calories.

Well, that's fine and I hope you 


win. But . . . 


More

9,000 
plays were 


copyrighted in 
Washington last 


year. 


Of these only about 1 per cent 


were produced on Broadway. And 
less than 10 per cent of these made 
any appreciable amount of money. 


So you can see your work is cut 


out for you. 


Most of the big 
producers In 


New York get about 40 plays a 
v.-eek to read. They drop on their 
desks like autumn leaves. Some of 
these come directly from the au- 
thors, but a majority is presented 
through the regular agent channels. 


This is the accepted way to do 


business. Let a play-agent 
read 


your manuscript. He will tell you 
quickly enough whether it has mer- 
it. If he considers it salesworthy, 
he will accept it and try to peddle 
it. He knows all the markets and 
all the arguments. 
And for his 


troubles he takes 10 per cent, which 
is dirt cheap.* 
* * 


Most play-agents have a prestige 


to maintain and never touch manu- 
scripts which, in their opinion 
haven't every chance to be sold. 
This assures a producer any manu- 
script delivered is well worth his 
time. Without this middle-man he 
would be swamped with second-rate 
goods. 


Most producers as in the case of 


Milton Schubert, use the staff sys 
tern in reading plays. Three read 
ers will study the play. Then they 
write a brief synopsis and set down 
their opinions. If two of the three 
recommend it the producer then 
reads it himself. 
After 
this he 


makes up his own mind. 


It is interesting to note that plays 


in America are presented in manu- 
script form, but abroad they are set 
up In type. This is okay for the 
foreign market, but printing in the 
U. S. is expensive. It is better any- 
way, to have yours in manuscript 
form, so that corrections and dele- 
tions may be penciled in after your 
consultation with the producer, pro- 
viding of course that you get that 
close to a producer.

As for" length, a page takes up 


about a minute in action, and a 
drama should last about two hours 
and a half. Most theater men agree 
it is better to overwrite, as cuts 
are always easier than making ad- 
ditions. 
There are lots of reliable agents 


in New York. Off hand I can think 
of A. & S. Lyons, who handle Er- 
nest Hemingway; Harold Freedman 
of Brandt & Brandt, who have Rob- 
ert Sherwood ("Idiot's Delight") 
and Sidney Howard ("Dodsworth"); 
and also Leland Heyward, who 
married Margaret Sullavan not so 
very long ago. It was this wedding 
that Inspired a wag to wire Key- 
ward: "Congratulations on Kcttinu 
the other 90 per cent," when Miss 
Sullivan'becam* bis bride.

Rector Raps Bills 
Proposing Social 
Medicine in State 


Program's Backing Comes 


From Outside Wiscon- 


sin, Doctor Says 


Successful enactment of bills for 


socialized medicine like those in- 
troduced at the last session of the 
state legislature 
"by people who 


cannot be considered to be from the 
rank and file of-Wisconsin's pub- 
lic" would mean that "lay. people 
could tell your family doctor what 
to do about your health," Dr. A. E. 
Rector, president-elect of the Wis- 
consin State Medical society, said 
in a talk before the Appleton Ro- 
tary club yesterday noon in Hotel 
Northern. 


Terming proponents of the eight 


bills introduced by a Milwaukee 
legislator as "theorists".-Dr. Rector 
said that "we have been informed 
that most of the backing of this 
program comes from without the 
state of Wisconsin and that this 
state has been.chosen as the best 
place to introduce this experimen- 
tal legislation." 


One of the bills presented at the 


session of the state body would 
have "cost the people of Wisconsin 
$33,000,000 and served less than one- 
third of the population," Dr. Rector' 
declared. 


Traces Society's History 


He turned his attention to the so- 


cialized medicine plans 
as 
pre- 


scribed in the bills after tracing the 
history of the Wisconsin State Med- 
ical society in relation 
to public 


health. 


The society, he said, since it was 


established by the territorial legis- 
lature in 1941, has constantly sought 
to improve the health conditions of 
the people of Wisconsin. 


Of the authorization of the soci- 


ety by the state legislature, he said: 
"No law since enacted has given 
such health benefits to the people of 
Wisconsin. The society is, I believe, 
the oldest legally constituted organ- 
ization in the state." 


He pointed to the society's cam- 


paigns for pure food and drug laws, 
registration of births, deaths, and 
marriages, 
licenses for 
doctors, 


quarantine, 
vaccination 
and im- 


munization, and declared that it was 
the "first to sense that family illness 
caused economic loss to the family 
and consequently to the commun- 
ity." 


'Policing* Profession 


The medical society is "policing" 


its own profession. Dr. Rector as- 
serted, by appointing a committee 
of its members to investigate the 
"efficiency" 
and 
distribution of 


members of the profession" in vari- 
ous Wisconsin communities. Mem- 
bers of this committee meet with 
laymen and discuss the medical ser- 
vices in rural areas, villages, and 
cities,' Dr. Rector said, giving this 
service without personal reward. 


The society is made up of 2,400 


physicians who "still believe that 
what is good for the public is good 
for the doctors because we are part 
of that public,," he stated. 


•To illustrate the effectiveness of 


immunization programs in the state. 
Dr. Rector related that in his first 
year of practice, 
he treated 187 


cases of diphtheria. "The last three 
years I haven't even seen a case. 
Thirty years ago there was an an- 
nual death toll of 2,000 in the state 
from that disease.' In 1937 only 11 
died. In the last four years, there 
have been only eight cases in Outa- 
gamie county."

dent Commissions

Washington—President Roosevelt 


has by indirection given his answer 
to those who may think he has 
abandoned his effort to reorganize 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment. For the 
first time in 50 
years, a presi- 
dent has raised 
the question of 
constitutionality 
with respect to 
the so-called in- 
dependent com- 
missions and 
boards to which 
congress has 
delegated many 
of its powers. 


Mr. Roosevelt 
Lawrence 


now publicly questions the consti- 
tutionality of certain functions of 
the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion, and. by so doing, he plainly 
casts doubt upon particular activ- 
ities of all the other independent 
commissions, including the Federal 
Trade commission, the F e d e r a l 
Communications commission and 
other independent agencies. His 
purpose evidently is eventually to 
attempt 
to persuade congress to 


enact new legislation affecting all 
these commissions s>o as to square 
with his conception of what is con- 
stitutional. 


Perhaps the president thinks that, 


some day. a supreme couit of the 
United States on which a majority 
of his appointees sit as judges will 
reverse previous decisions of the 
couit and in effect put these com- 
missions largely under the control 
of 
the 
chief 
executive 
Certain 


paragraphs of the piesidenl's mes- 
sage on the railroad problem, theie- 
fore, deserve study in the light of

Extended Authority 


"As the years went by the con- 


gress from time to time has ex- 
tended the authority of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission, vest- 
ing in it other quasi-legislative and 
quasi-judicial powers, and giving 
,to it afso a number of puiely ex- 
ecutive functions While the latter 
powers are, in all probability, un- 
constitutional in that they create 
executive 
authority in a fourth 


branch of the government instead 
of in the president, I do not at this 
time raise that issue " 


This is a \ery icvcaling statement 


because it discloses the trend of 


Mr. -Roosevelt's thinking on the 
subject of the independent "com- 
missions. He chooses to attack them 
as a fourth branch of the govern- 
ment and as therefore unconstitu- 
tional." But Mr. Roosevelt will find, 
on looking up the cases decided by 
the supreme court of the United 
States, that these commissions are 
really a part of the third branch of 
the government, namely the con- 
gress of the United States. Chief 
Justice Hughes, for instance, speak- 
ing on behalf of a unanimous su- 
preme court in the Schechter case 
in 1935, said: 
"We have repeatedly recognized 


the necessity of adapting legislation 
to complex conditions involving a 
host of details with which the na- 
tional legislature cannot deal di- 
rectly. We pointed out in the Pana- 
ma company case that the constitu- 
tion has never been regarded as 
denying the congress the nece^ary 
resources of flexibility and prac- 
ticality which still enable it to per- 
form its function in laying down 
policies and establishing standards, 
while levying to selected instru- 
mentalities the making of subordin- 
ate rules within 'prescribed limits 
and the determination of facts to 
'which the policy, as declared by the 
legislature, is to apply." 


Flexible Rates 


Again 
and again 
the supreme 


court has upheld the power of con- 
gress to select its own instrumen- 
talities for the making of certain 
policies and rates within pi escribed 
limits and in accordance with pic- 
scribed standards. 
Thus, 
the su- 


preme couit-has ruled that the tar- 
iff commission may make flexible 
tariff rates within certain limits. 
Likewise, it has upheld the power 
of the 
National Labor Relations 


board in issuing certain orders gov- 
erning labor iclations. 


If Mr. Roosevelt's conception of 


a commission or board is coriect, 


j then nearly every one of the pres- 
ent boards and commissions will 
have to be revamped by new laws. 
Other presidents have called atten- 
tion to the existence of quasi-legis- 
lative and quasi-judicial powers in 
the independent commissions, as 
distinguished fiom purely execu- 
tive or administrative functions 
vested in those same commissions. 
But none has argued that it was 
unconstitutional for an independent 
commission to perform an execu- 
tive function closely related to its 
quasi-judicial or 
quasi-legislative 


duties. 


Hard to Draw Fire 


Thus, for instance, the Federal 


Trade commission makes certain in- 
vestigations as to "unfair competi- 
tion." just as the National Labor 
Relations board ordeis 
investiga- 


tions of ''unfair labor practices." It 
is often hard to draw tne line be- 
tween a purely executive function 
inside one of these 
independent 


commissions and a quasi-judicial or 
auasi-legislative activity. The presi- 
dent is right when he points out 
that certain duties can be pei form- 
ed by one of the existing depart- 


ments, like the department of com- 
merce, or by a new -'department. 
When he makes that statement, he 
is on .sound ground. Congress'also 
can at any time subtract from the 
independent commissions any of 
their administrative duties and put 
them" into particular departments, 
but this is something for congress to 
decide- as each specific 
situation 


arises rather 
than 
to give the 


broad power'to the 
president to 


tamper with the independent com-! 
missions. 


What is disturbing at the moment 


is that Mr. "Roosevelt makes a point 
of the constitutionality issue as if 
that would be one way to force con- • 


grcss to pass new laws affecting all 
the independent commissions and 
perhaps require that new appoint- 
ments of personnel be made in the' 
recreated commissions.

WHAT SHOULD I CARRY IN MY TACKLE BOX 


By Ben C. Robinson 


GOOD METAL TACKLE BOX is an essential part of every fish- 
erman's outfit. Without a kit of this sort, the lures are eternally 
becoming lost or misplaced and hooks will be dangerously uncov- 


ered. "An angler's tackle box is one of his most necessary possessions. In 
it should go the vitally necessary items that he expects to use on his trip 
or his fishing vacation. In this way they are always at his command. The 
box should be kept in order. It should be gone over each evening after 
the angler returns from the lake or stream and fresh items installed or 
favored ones restored if they have been lost or destroyed. It should be 
waterproof and strong, so as to stand hard trips a-stream or a-lake, and 
the items that it carries must cover not only actual fishing needs, but as 
well important little articles for the care of the angler's health and per- 
son, as well as many other items that go toward the preservation and 
the safety and care of the catch.

Our 
solar system seems to be going al- 
most directly toward Vega. 


Vega is one of the four brightest 


stars in the sky. When I say that, 
I do not include planets. Jupiter. 
Venus and Mars are brighter, but 
they are not true stars. 


The name "Vega" is part of an 


old Arab name meaning "Falling 
Eagle." If Vega is really coming 
our way. that is a rather good name 
from the viewpoint of people on 
earth. 


Vega is a star of great size. If 


we were no farther from it than 
we are from the sun, it would 
seem about a hundred times as 
bright as the sun. 


The most happy thing about Vega 


is that its distance from us is bil- 
lions and billions of miles. Even 
if we are going fast and even if 
it is coming fast, the meeting can- 
not take place for several million 
years. The present distance of Vega 
is about 156,000.000.000,000 .miles. 


Another fact is this: There seems 


to be just a little angle away from 
the direct line in the path of Vega 
toward us. If this be so the slight 
angle will make ever so much dif- 
ference when Vega has traveled the 
vast distance it is now from us. In 
that case, the gigantic star will miss 
the solar system, with billions of 
miles to spare. 


Astronomers figure the day will 


come v/hen Vega will be in a place 
where the earth's north pole will 
point directly toward it. This event 
is to take place in about 14,000 
years. 
Ten people of the earth 


will have a new North star in place 
of the one we have today.

about early days of health work in 
Wisconsin. 


Introducing him as a man she 


had known since she was a little 
girl in Madison with her 
father. 


Judge Irvine L, Lenroot. 
then a 


legislator, now judge of the United 
States court of customs and patent 
appeals.
